In Comanche during the last year or two much Interest 
has been aroused In the proposal for a school gymnasium. 
This interest was increased last week when Superintendent 
J. D. Bramlette of the City School received an official letter 
from the W. P. A. headquarters stating that Comanche's ap­ 
plication for a grant for a gymnasium had been approved 
both by the State ard Federal authorities and was now await­ 
ing only for funds to become available for that purpose. 
In order to secure n gymnasium, a small amount of bonds 
must be approved by the voters of the school district. Most 
people including the writer hates to vote for any bonds or 
measures that will increase the tax burden. We have enough 
taxes to pay already but the proposition to secure a gymna­ 
sium at so small a cost to the local citizens is so great, that 
we cannot afford to pass it up. In fact, the school board has 
figured out a way where the bonds can be voted without any 
additional Increase in the schol tax. Indeed, under the pre­ 
sent law the taxes of the local school cannot be increased 
as Comanche is now levying the maximum tax of $1.00. 
With the fine school spirit that we have in Comanche 
and the almost universal desire of the citizenship to raise 
the efficiency of the school, we feel that there will be little 
or no opposition to this bond issue when it is submitted to 
the voters. 
It is almost needless to set forth any argument for the 
need of a gymnasium in Comanche. The fact that there is 
hardly a county seat town in Texas the size of Comanche 
without a gymnasium is proof enough of the value of one. 
Comanche, however has a special need on one. For the 
past several years all county basketball tournament« have 
been held out of the county, either at Brownwood, Dublin 
or Blanket. These gatherings bring hundreds of visitors to 
town, and If they go to other places for their games, they 
will get the habit of going there to do their business. 
One of the greatest desires of the Comanche school board 
is to promote the friendly feeling between the Comanche 
school and that of the rural schools. Nothing can do more 
to aid in building up this friendly feeling than to offer these 
schools a gymnasium in Comanche for their games and pro­ 
grams. 
Then, too, a gymnasium is not just for the few athletic 
teams that represent the school, but the entire student body 
will be given training and exercises in it, when and if it is 
built. Comanche boasts of having one of the best bands and 
orchestras in towns of her size in Texas. This work can be 
best taught in a gymnasium, away from the main school 
where the noise will not interfere with the regular school 
work. 
Get behind the school board and Superintendent Bram­ 
lette and lets give Comanche one public building erected dur­ 
ing the financial recovery period that will not only serve a 
useful purpose, but will contradict the idea of some that most 
of the public money has been spent in vain.

The farms are to be purchased 
for families chosen as a reward 
of merit from any tenants who 
may desire to become owners.

"In the afternon the stately 
hall was filled to overflowing, 
and thousands of voices were 
raised in song giving “The Eyes 
of Texas Are Upon You.’* “Beau­ 
tiful Texas,” and “The Pride of 
Texas.” 
"It was a splendid celebration 
of the one hundredth anniver­ 
sary of the signing of the De­ 
claration of Texas Independence. 
“It was with reluctance that I 
left, but with a high pride in my 
heart that I am a Texan, a des­ 
cendant of two grandfathers who 
fought in the Battle of San Ja ­ 
cinto for their liberty. 
"From Washington we drove to 
Huntsville, over a paved high­ 
way, that passes through Ander­ 
son, Navasota, Washington, In- 
depdence to Brenham, where an 
earlier 
celebration 
had 
taken 
place. 
"Huntsville was celebrating the 
birthday of Sam Houston and 
the State s acceptance of the Sam 
Houston Museum. The city was 
decorated with 
flags, 
and 
her 
guests were shown honors and 
coartesies. 
“The grounds of the old Hous­ 
ton home have been made into 
a beautiful park, sloping lawns, 
rock 
walls, 
rustic 
fences 
and 
bridges, flowers and shrubs, and 
even a small lake. Tlie building 
houses a most interesting and 
valuable collection gathered from 
many 
places. 
Especial 
notice 
might be taken of a wardrobe 
that Houston made. In it is a 
life size wax figure on which 
is displayed the wedding dress 
of hLs eldest daughter; an ashes 
of rose watered silk. It was my 
pleasure and distinction to have 
made the fourth gift to this 
collection; what we always call 
ed the Sam Houston Mirror. It 
came to me through a great 
aunt, who lived in Washington 
in the days of Houston. It was 
in his home there. 
The kitchen and Houston’s of­ 
fice are 
separated 
from 
each 
other and from the main house. 
It is quite worthwhile for the 
younger generation to visit this 
place and see articles that were 
used to early days, things they 
would have to ask the use of. 
"The pecan tree Houston plant­ 
ed still lives, grown to an im­ 
mense size, the spread of its 
branches cover much of the lawn. 
Mr. Stougaard. the caretaker 
of this beautiful and valuable 
and historic place, is a most re­ 
markable man. His interest is 
unlimited, but for 
him 
Texas 
would never have had the de­ 
velopment of the park and the 
collection of antiques that we 
have. Too much praise can not 
be given him for hLs work. 
"I wish that each and every 
one of the descendants of the 
pioneers of Texas might attend 
every one of the Centennial cel- 
brations over the State this year. 
In our fast moving age they will 
take us back to the early days, 
the hardships, and the heroid 
deeds of our pioneer forefathers."
